experiments which will revolutionize 
astronomical photography and which 
resulted in securing good photos of the 
Leonid* were made* in Pittsburgh dur- 
ing the flight of the meteors. Notwith- 
standing the disappointment 
of as- 


tronomers over the small number of 
Leonids ceen and the cloudy nights 
•which obscured the views of the local 
observer*, *lx excellent photographs; 
were secured by Prof*. John A. Bra- 
shear and F. L. O, Wadsworth. They 
were taken on a curved- plate, which 
ha* been made especially for -the pur- 
pose. 


Of the six views three have been de- 


veloped!, and the photographs when: 
completed will furnish some interest- 
ing data -whieh astronomers have long 
been trying to secure. 
The photo- 


graphs were taken from the Allegheny 
(Pa.) observatory anrt from a special 
s-taticn which bad been ^erected- on 
Green Tree Hill. The latter point is one 
of the highest elevations In Allegheny 
county. Prof. Brashear said: 


"While the night, was very bad for 


photographic purposes, the pictures of 
stars which I obtained were the best I 
have ever seen. We covered ten times 
the area that was possible with the or- 
dinary plates, and the pictures of stars 
are well defined, and continue so clear 
to the edges of the plates, a condition 
•which itAvas formerly impossible to ob- 
tain. In the piates developed the field 
covered was 900 square miles, while for- 
merlv 90 miles were all that could be in- 
cluded."
